A Welcome Decision 


‘The decision of the Japani 
‘Tsingtao to reopen the inner harbour, 
mit third party neutral shipping to make use of 
the wharves Is welcomed as one of the real 
contributions which Japan has made towards 
fa better understanding of her position, It would 
have been better if the concession had been 
made in the absence of those financial restric~ 
tlons which still hamper foreign trade, other 
than Japanese in North China, but on the 
principle that half w loaf is better than no 
bread, it is perhaps just as well to accept this 
gesture as_an earnest of future Japanese in- 
tentlons. ‘The removal of discrimination against 
the trade of third party neutrals would In itself 
serve greatly to Improve Japanese relations 
with those other Powers which are watching 
developments In this part of the warld with 20 
‘small degree of anxiety, and irritation, It is 
{to be hoped that the reopening of Tsingtao will 
pave the way for further improvements in re- 
jard to the position of nationals not polltically 
Involved in these hostilities. It will be remem- 
bered that the restoration of Seckingjao to the 
Shanghai Golf Club caused a most favourable 
Impression in forelgn circles in Shanghai, as 
did, so much earlier, the reopening of Hungiao. 
Without tackling the major questions there is 
still a large number of matters with regurd to 
which the Japanese could show the came grace. 
‘They have been mentioned so frequently that 
to detall them now would be superfluous, but, 
fas it has been pointed out on numerous oc- 
casions, a great deal of the criticism about which 
some Japanese complain would be completely 
removed if there were more tangible evidence 
fof a real desire on the part of the Japanese 
to recognize foreign interests and rights in this 
part of the world to a greater degree than ha 
been apparent up to the present. ‘The Tsingtso 
decision 1s, however, heartily welcomed as a 
step in the right direction, and, It is hoped, os 
fan ougury for further improvement. 




















Seizure of Spratley Island 


‘The Japanese occupation of Spratley Island in 
the midst of the crowded archipelago which 
lies {0 the west of the coast of Palawan and in 
the China ‘Sea between the East Indies and 
French Indo-China, has made important news 
of a piece of the globe of which few had 
previously heard and about which even fewer 
Worrled, For obvious reasons the possibility of 
these islands being in the hands of a potential 
enemy must cause a certain amount of concern 
to the authorities of French Indo-China, but a 
better reason for French and British protests is 
the disregard of international rights and obliga 
tions revealed by the seizure. This unfor- 
tunately is no new thing in Japanese policy 
since 1931, but hitherto Japanese actions have 
had behind them the force of some strategic

islond is of no commercial value, and its 
strategic Importance can be over-emphasized by 
too great an Insistence in news despatches upon 
its position, It is true that it is within four 
hours flying distance of Singapore and within 
fone ond a half hours flying distance of British 
North Borneo and French Indo-China, but these 
facts in the present condition of the ‘island are 
more disodvantogeous than advantageous to 
Japan, since Singapore and French Indo-China 
‘ure already fortified, and such an outlying 
Japanese post could prove a liability and not 
‘an asset in the event of war, The cool disregard 
of the rights of other nations evidenced by the 
seizure {8 a more serious ground of protest, 
By assuming control Japan has flouted French 
offers of arbitration over the islands and has 
shown to the world that Tokyo believes it has 
no case. The occupation may, of course, be 
another trial balloon which, if’ not countered, 
may encourage Japan to announce the annexa: 
tion of Hainan’ Island, in direct violation of 
previous pledges. From this point of view it 
would seem to be the duty’ of the Powers 
concerned—France, the United States, Holland, 
‘ond Britain—to make tho firmest possible stand 
‘over the matter. 

















Army of Occupation 


‘The mercantile role of the Japanese ariny In 
China as described in this Journal on Monday, 1s 
an enlightening illustration of Japanese policy 
in this country and reinforces, in a very definite 
manner, the idea and intention of an army of 
‘occupation. No matter what ix the outcome of 
the hostilities it 1s Japan's frm determination 
to remain in China and hold the territory her 
forces have ‘occupied, and the economic 
arrangements for achieving a form of indepen- 
dence from the home country in regard. to 
supplies 1s a measure to ensure the permanence 
of such a decision. A historic parallel could 
be drawn from the Roman occupation of Britain 
when, in a way similar to the Japanese scheme, 
the army lived on the country of occupation 
and was able 10 send back to Rome goods and 
materials necessary for that nation’s prosperity. 
‘The ability to do this depended on the efficiency 
‘and supremacy of the army of occupation bul 
after 400 years these factors disappeared and 
0 did the Roman army of occupation. In th 
case of China, Japan enjoys the advantage 
‘an economic system which does not accumula! 
supplies for personal luxury but turns them into 
exportable products which strengthens. the 
country’s nancial position against the drain 
exercised by an expensive war, thereby prolon)

offices offered by -Germany, with 
‘whom the Is on good terms, She

In negotiations 
peace upon these conditions, how- 
ever, I. would lke to have 
your excellency kindly report 
to Berlin on two points, namely, that 
Germany Is requested to act as arbl- 
trator throughout the Sino-Japanese 
negotiations and that the administra- 
tlon of North China should be strictly 
maintained.

"Gen. Chiang Kal-shek then re- 
quested Dr. Trautmann to see if Ger- 
many would also use her good offlces 
to advise Japan to conclude peace. 
Dr, ‘Trautmann promised to convey 
‘the two polnts brought up by Gen.

purpose. 

‘In the case of the Crisp loan, the 
Chinese Government was setting 
aside out of the salt revenue a share 
fof the interest due to the bondhold~ 
ers_on March 30, 

‘The Chinese Government, having 
regard for China's obligation, and for 
the interests of the bondholders, had 
‘been much concerned to continue the 
debt service, despite unprecedented 
dimeulties caused by the Japanese 
Invasion.

business of power ‘politics, it is more, and

From that point of view alone it is difeult 
to avoid the conclusion that in the interests 
of self-defence it 1s necessary that British 
military strength should be augmented to a 
degree which would enable its diplomacy to 
deal with the various erises which even now 
may be expected to arise with rather more 
authority than is at present the case. There 
must and can be no limit to the support 
which Great Britain should be able to extend 
to France in the event of hostilities. While 
the British army at present available is 
something over half a million strong, a sub- 
stantially larger force than that of 1914, it 
is patently insufficient to meet all the de- 
mands which might be made upon it. The 
tempo of the next war, if, and when it comes, 
will be several degrees faster than the last, 
and inadequate preparedness may be the 
main contributing factor to defeat. ‘That is 
an argument which several of his Cabinet 
appear to have used with considerable effect 
in persuading Mr. Chamberlain to waiver 
with regard to, his original intention,—that 
and the increasingly urgent French repre- 
sentations on the subject. Labour it is re- 
Ported is prepared to support the move 
provided that it is paralleled by a general 
conscription of all the nation’s resources, 
which, of course, includes capital. Amongst 
Mr. Chamberlain's own supporters there is 
Influential opposition to conseription, some 
of which arises from considerations of party 
polities, but, taken by and large, there are 
substantial ‘indications which suggest that, 
reluctant as the country may be to adopt 
a system of compulsion, the realities of the 
international situation may oblige it to drink 
of this very bitter medicine. Conscription, 
introduced in peacetime is a different thing 
than in war. Its introduction in the near 











“| future would rob it of all the qualities of 


temporariness which marked the passage of 
the necessary legislation some twenty odd 
years ago, and it may safely be reckoned 
that once compulsion reaches the statute 
book in such circumstances it will remain 
there permanently, or at any rate until some 
scheme of general disarmament is adopted 
by the world, 

‘On the benefits to be derived from com- 
pulsory military training, the well known 
Jauthority Colonel F. N. Maude has written 

interestingly — 

Briefly, however, it might be pointed out 
that under modern’ conditions of Industry the 
‘ereatest "national wealth-producing power 
resides, not as formerly in the technical ski 
of the’ individual, which machinery Is_gradu- 
ally ‘superseding, but in the power of con- 
tinuous collective effort of organized bodies, 
and that physical health and power of mental 
concentration are the principal qualities re- 
Guired by the units of such bodies. Now 
these are the two essential factors” which 
modern methods of military training alm ut 
developing, and these methods in turn evolved 
naturally from the conditions of service whic 
compulsion Introduced. Men who have un- 
Gergone this training ‘leave the ranks. with 
bodies stoeled to resist disease and minds 
capable of prolonged. concentrated effort. 
Hence they remain not only capable of work 
for a considerably longer period of time, but! 
they. also do better work throughout " the 
‘whole time. it has been estimated that the! 
average trained German soldier's expectation 
of life is about five years better than. the 
Rormal of ‘his own class. Henco altogether 
about one million’ men are stilt alive who 
without such training would be dead and 
Durled; similarly there are in all some seven 
millions more, all doing better work day for 
day than they otherwise would have done. 

‘This was written before 1914, but, neverthe~ 
Tess still applies. ‘There are undoubtedly 
many who would welcome some such system. 
if only for the purpose of giving occupation 
to those of the rising generation who seem 
condemned to permancnt unemployment and 
deterioration, still others who see in con- 
scription the removal of much surplus labour 
from the market, and the consequent im- 
provement in the unemployment situation. 
It is not suggested for one moment that con- 
scription would be the penalty for unemploy- 
ment, but rather a method for the removal 
of much of it. That, of course, is a 
sociological reason which has its merits, for 
the removal of a fairly large section of! 
adults from the immediate labour market 
would be beneficial. That, however, is not 
the most urgent argument in support of con- 
scription. International realities are press- 
ing heavily upon old beliefs and practices. 
j The main consideration at the moment is a 
purely military and political one. A 














wholly different nation than a Britain with 
a big navy and a comparatively small army. 
‘The former would have more authority in the 
world, an authority which would be all the 
more ‘conducive to the continuance of peace 
and her own self-defence. 





NEARING THE END 
March 30, 

Ever since the capture of Bareclona by 
General Franco's troops there have been divi~ 
sions in the Republican camp. The politicians 
wanted to fight on while the generals realiz- 
ing that the Spanish civil war could now 
‘only have one end were in favour of obtain- 
ing the best terms possible for surrender. It 
fs possible that General Franco might have 
offered something different from the uncon- 
ditional surrender, which he did in fact de- 
mand, if it had not been discovered after the 
capture of Catalonia that the Bishop of Teruel, 
in the hands of the Republicans as a prisoner, 
hhad been murdered apparently shortly before. 
Republican hopes for a general amnesty were 
completely dashed by that discovery, and it 
is said that General Franco was 50 enraged 
by it that anything less than unconditional 
surrender he would not countenance. There 
followed the rebellion on the Republican side 
by the Communists who wished also to con- 
tinue the fight, and at the same time secure 
‘command. That was quashed by the effective 
work of General Miaja and Colonel Casado, 
and with those two military leaders in power 
negotiations were opened for peace. ‘These 
were abruptly broken off at Burgos, with 
another demand from General Franco for un- 
conditional surrender, and with the entry of 
the Nationalist troops into Madrid it is clear 
that at least the old capital which has with- 
stood a partial siege for thirty-two months 
has capitulated, and that the end of the 
Spanish civil war has been brought appreci~ 
‘ably closer. General Franco has secured 
unconditional surrender so far as Madrid is 
concerned and if the rest of Republican Spain 
still decides to fight it out, a futile and 
criminal decision it will be, it can only post- 
one what has been recognized for some con- 
siderable time as the incvitable end. 

‘The events of the past few days have turned 
out fortunately for Madrid. General Minja 
‘and Col. Casado, military men, fully realized 
the hopelessness of the Republican position, 
and the advice which they gave to the civil 
Ieaders to abandon further resistance was, in 
the circumstances, the only advice which 
soldiers could give their Government. It is 
more than a little probable that the refusal of 
those men to accept that counsel arose ax 
much from the desperation of their own 
position as from any belief that in a 
continuance of the warfare there was any 
real chance of the tide turning in their 
favour. That, however, is no excuse for their 
desire to prolong the misery which Spain has 
‘endured for well over two years and con= 
demnation of their behaviour in this con- 
neetion cannot be too strong. Whatever might 
have been General Franco's decision regard- 
ing how the end of the struggle should come 
about prior to the fall of Catalonia, the dis- 
covery of the wretched murder of the Bishop 
of Teruel, and a number of other prisoners 
undoubtedly caused him to refrain from 
giving any undertakings which would tend to 
hamper whatever designs he may have for 
the punishment of those whose earlier erlmes 
were brought into stronger emphasis by this 
unhappy demonstration of a uscless vindic- 
tiveness. It is not difficult to understand, in 
the light of recent happenings. why it was 
Impossible for the Republican military leaders 
fo oblain any terms whatever from the 
victorious leader, and short of a miracle 
General Franco’ should wltimately secure 
complete control of the whole country with- 
ut any limitations upon his future policy 
with regard to the defeated Republicans, He 
will do well, however, if he confines his 
rotribulive activities {othe punishment of 
those who are truly criminals. There will be 
no criticism if he succeeded in bringing to 
Punishment those guilty of these latest 
murders. or indeed of any others whose 
offence is more serious than what he may 
choose to consider a misguided loyally to 
wrong principles, 

Punishment of men for-their political beliefs 
will not commend itself to many nations, and 
may do his own cause a domestic disservice. 
It is becoming increasingly plain that General 
Franco's troubles do not end with victory, 
but only commence. He has not only to get 
control of his own country by the despatch 
of the allen assistance he has received to its 
countries of origin but has also to meet the 
aspirations of those various parties in Spain 
which rallied to his cause, and which will 
hope to receive rewards for their faithfulnes 
‘The task of uniting the various political 
parties in Spain, which huve supported him, 

il indeed prove difficult. while the pacificu- 
tion of those still adhering to republican 
doctrines will in itself present no easy task. 
The latter he may be able to force und 
sground as has been done In other countries, 
but the satisfaction of those who have fought 
with him, varying as their ideas as to Spain's 
future undoubtedly are, will in itself require 
the display of a degree of statesmanship 
which General Franco has yet to prove him- 
self to possess. Internationally there are also

Too close an alignment with them will make 
Use democracies reluctant to give that as- 
sistance which they alone are able to afford, 
‘and if General Franco eventually finds him- 
self on the horns of a dilemma as to whether 
he shall commit himself unreservedly to the 
totalitarian states and forego democratic as~ 
sistance, or necept the latter and antagonize 
{the former there need be no cause for surprise. 
He will find himself in any event in a dim- 
cult position which may take a great deal 


lof the gilt off the gingerbread of victory. 








UNCOMPROMISING REPLY 
March 31. 
M, Daladier, the French Premier, has 
replied to Signor Mussolin\'s speceh of’ Sun~ 
day last, Tn-an address, which is almost 
epigrammatie in quality, he has made it 
quite clear that, while the French Govern- 
ment is prepared to consider the Halian de= 
mands concerning Tunis, Djibuti, and Suez, 
there can be no question of any surrender 
fon essential points, In fact what he has 
Adumbrated is that France Is prepared to 
negotiate only upon the basis supplied by 
the Laval-Mussolini agreement of 1935. The 
reply isa firm one, delivered in_ perfectly 
conciliatory Ianguage, but at the same time 
Teaving no doubt as to the French position 
with regard. to the Italian demands, M. 
Daladier makes a good point when he de- 
clares that the Tlalian contention that the 
conquest of Abyssinia creates now rights in 
favour of Italy cannot be accepted. It is a 
doctrine which both parties to the Rome- 
Berlin axis have been preaching, with en- 
thusiastle imitation by Jnpan. Nevertheless 
it is an untenable one, for it means that 
every new conquest, every new concession 
Would open new rights, “and every claim 
satisfied would contain within itsetf the seed 
of new demands. From every point of view 
this is a state of affairs whien eanet be 
justified. If It Is accepted as boing correct 
then every advantage gained by a wrongful 
act would be justifteation for a. further 
modifieation in the general situation, and it 
is quite clear that acceptance of ‘such a 
contention would be to agree to the system 
of opportunist logic with which the govern= 
ments forming the axis have sought by 
specious argument (o bolster up a ease which 
has little foundation in justice, France be~ 
ing ready for a complete, and loyal execu 
tion of the 1935 agreements, and with 
their spirit to examine any proposal which 
may be advanced M. Daladier has _more 
definitely stated the French ease than Signor 
Mussolini the Malian, If Tunis, Djibuth and 
Suez do indeed present problems for Thaly, 
they are of Italy's own making, ‘Tunis was 
@isposed of in 1936, Djibutl und Suez arise 
only ftom Italy's own conduct, 
Coincident with M, Datadler's declaration 
is the statement made in the House of Con 
mons concerning the increase in the British 
Territorials.

As such it may in the not too 
distant future tend to render the idea of a 
four Power mutual defence pact more a 
ceptable than it at present appears to be in 
some quatlers, for once it is made quite 
clear that the’ former policy, which seemed

decisive determination to resist any, and 
every form of aggression, tho entry into 
practical polities of such’ a consideration 
must make any proposal for collective secur 
ity much more attractive than it otherwise 
would have been. ‘There can be little doubt 
that M. Daladier was informed of the British 
determination before he made his speech. It 
is not very likely that that knowledge had 
any very definite effects upon the general 
trend of the sentiments he expressed, but 
they have been very realistically emphasized 
by this latest British development. Those 
who fancy they see signs of possible aggres- 
sion by elther Great Britain or France aris- 
ing out of these additions to national strength 
completely fail to understand the feclings 
current in those two countries. ‘They are 
both animated by a desire for the fullest 
possible self-protection. ‘Their very de- 
mocratic constitutions are in themsolves the 
best possible guarantee ot the pacifle quali~ 
ties of their common policy, for it can be 
said without the slightest hesitation that if 
‘either the British or the French Governments 
dared to embark upon a war of aggression 
their political lives would be numbered. That, 
however, does not prevent M, Daladier from 
giving the direct “uncompromising answer 
which he has done to the Italian demands. 
In the circumstances he could have done 
nothing else. ‘The announcement by Mr. 
Chamberlain, however, has done much to 
stiengthen the position of the Entente as a 
whole ond that of France as an integral part, 
and Rome can now not have the slightest 
doubt as to the real facts of the situation, 








1S POLAND NEXT ? 
Aprit 1. 

Whatever demands may, or may not have 
been made by Germany upon Poland there 
4s no gainsaying the fact that the relations 
between the two countries are not of the 
bost, Dismembered by Russia, Prussia and 
Austria in 1795, Poland was ‘re-established 
after tho Great War, and the national 
aspirations of the Poles which had persisted 
during the long period of their dismember 
ment were amply satisfied by developments 
which occurred after that fateful event. 
Foland, not content with the boundaries 
fixed for her, advanced her mits eastward 
as a result of the Russo-Polish War of 1920, 
taking considerable areas of White Russia 
and the Ukraine, while in the same year a 
Polish army raided Lithuania, seizing Vilna, 
the capital, and adding to Poland the cor 
vidor of territory north of the Niemen. That 
some German action would be taken against 
Poland. has been plain for many years past. 
‘The arrangements originally fixed by the 
Suprome Council at Versailles were not ac- 
¢eptable to Germany at any time, and have 
bbeon much less so since the advent of Herr 
Hitler to power, At the moment the situa~ 
Won is somewhat obscure, but in all. prob- 
ability the story emanating from Warsaw is 
fan approximation of the truth. There it is 
UunoMicially reported that at a secret mect~ 
ing of the Parliamentary Club on Wedne: 
day it was stated that although up to that 
time Germany had made'no demands upon 
Poland, demands were to be expected. ‘The 
Club 1s also reported to have been told that 
when such demands were made the reply given 
would be a firm negative, ‘The two main 
points which appear to be at issue concern 
the status of Danzig, which the Germans 
would Ike to see modified, and the provision 
for special Gorman transit across the Polish 
corridor. It is stated that representation on 
hese subjects were recently made by the 
German Foreign Minister, Herr Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, to the Polish Ambassador to 
Berlin, but that Poland dectined to give the 
matter any cunsideration under the implied 
threat of military pressure, 

It is probable that at the moment the Ger~ 
man leaders feel that the mise en scene for 
4 fresh coup hax not yet been properly 
established. ‘There have already been the 
familiar reports of attacks in Poland upon 
Germans living there, Dr. Wilhelm Frick, 
German Home Minister, in a lecture in Ber~ 
lin, has expatiated upon the favourable post 
tion of foreign minorities in Germany, as 
compared with the “often precarious condi- 
tion” of German minorities abroad, and in 
this respect he paid especial attention to the 
Germans in Poland, asserting that the Ger~ 
mano-Polish declaration of November, 1937, 
had failed definitely to settle this ‘tricky 
problem, He went on to express the hope 
that negotiations which -had recently been 
‘opened concerning the matter would be pro- 
Guctive of satisfactory results. Simultane- 
ously the German press carry stories of 
Members of Polish associations hunting out 
Germans wearing white socks, considered a 
Germanic emblem, and beating them. Tt is 
Austria and Czechoslovakia over again, the 
same old technique which gives rise to fore- 
bodings in the chanceries of Europe.

Anglo-French’ combination determined « to 
assist Poland to defend herself. It Mr. 
Chamberlain, as it is suggested by Havas, 
fakes the drastic action of making an unl- 
lateral declaration guaranteeing Polish in 
tegrity in accordance with the Kellogg Pact 
it will amount to the most powerful inter- 
vention in European’ affairs which Great] 
Britain has made since the Great War, and 
should once and for all place the whole issue 
of peace, or war fairly, and squarely before 
both Dictators.

ESSAY IN SARCASM

If indecd Herr Hitler did rewrite the 
speech he was to make at Wilhelmshaven 
fon Saturday, after learning of Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain's declaration with regard to the 
guaranteeing of Poland's integrity, with the 
intention of making a flery reply to the 
British Prime Minister, the original draft 
must have been about the mildest which 
Der Fuehrer has ever conceived. The 
amended version is not particularly impos~ 
ing, for while in the main it contains con~ 
siderable sarcasm, the only real retort to 
the latest decision of the British Govern. 
ment was a veiled threat that in certain elr- 
cumstances Horr Hitler might consider 
denunelation of the Anglo-German Naval 
‘Treaty. It is to be believed that that was a 
contingency which Mr, Chamberlain and his 
advisers always had in thelr minds, for they: 
must have realized that their decisions were 
bound to call forth a counter-stroke from the 
German leader. In the circumstances his 
reply Is one of moderation, and vastly differ- 
ent from some of the other of his speeches 
which have been awaited with an anxiety 
as a rule quite out of proportion to the actual 
event, Any student of what has been hap- 
pening in recent years must have realized) 
that, unless the democracies were to become | 
increasingly supine until actual weakness set ; 
in, there would have to be a limit to the 
‘complacency with which German expansion 
by power diplomacy could be viewed. The 
‘Austrian anschluss was in itself bad enough. 
The crisis of September last was but an- 
other example of the danger arising from 
the manner in which Herr Hitler sought to 
carry out his expansionist policies, while the 
final grabbing of Czechoslovakia could not 
fail, In the light of all that had happened, 
to be just that further straining of the 
jts which finally called forth more posi- 
tive action on the part of Great Britain 
than had hitherto been witnessed. 


If Herr Hitler's audierice at Wilhelmshaven 
is convinced by the Leader's rhetoric that 
Germany is indeed being surrounded by hostile 
and aggressive forces, those more fortunately 
placed with completer access to the world’s 
news will not. be, The forceful territorial 
‘agerandisement which has been effected by 
Herr Hitler is the only form of aggression 
which has been noticed of recent years in 
Europe. There has been nothing of the 
same sort on the part of the European

/Mr. Chamberlain's policy of appeasement. It is, 
however, only fajr to polnt out that so long as 
he believed there was any chance of its suc-

the British Prime Minister stands a bitterly 
disillusioned man, amidst the ruins of his 
‘attempted reconstruction of peace, endeavour- 
ing now to build up a security which he has 
been now forced to realize was at all times 
threatened. ‘The fact that he has turned from| 
hhis policy of appeasement to one preparing’ 
for the possibilities of war, does not mean 
that he has committed Great Britain to an 
‘aggressive policy, or that those whom Herr. 
Hitler has bitterly dubbed the war-mongers 
have secured any greater influente in the 
British Cabinet than they have-had in the 
past. All that it is now being sought to do 
Is to create a modified form of collective 
‘security based upon nothing more than the 
‘mutual agreement amongst certain nations to 
‘go to each other's help in the event of aggres- 
sion, ‘The responsibility for a European wa 
if unfortunately “one does come, has been: 
quite definitely placed upon Herr Hitler's 
shoulders, unless there should take place 
some far-reaching change in the common 
policles of Great Britain and France. Herr’ 
Hitler has only to embark, upon another 
‘attempt to expand Germany in Europe by 
force to bring about a war which would be 
catastrophic. 
‘The studied moderation of his speech, and 
his declaration that- the next party congress 
would be called the “Party Congress of 
Peace,” may be attributed to the present 
situation, and his hope that the holding out 
‘of this particular olive branch may have the 
effect of deluding Great Britain, France, 
Poland and Russia into the beliet that after 
‘all there is no real hurry for the defensive | 
‘arrangements which are being contemplated. 
If that is indeed his idea, the events of the 
last week or so should have warned them 
that in the light of his actions Herr Hitler’s 
‘words now carry very little conviction. The 
manner in which ’his statement after Munich, 
tliat he had no further territorial ambitions 
in Europe, was subsequently belied by all 
that has happened since permits of no favour- 
able deduction to be made from the naine 
which he intends to give the next Party Con- 
gress. ‘The proot of any pudding of his con- 
feetion can now only be in the eating; 50/ 
many of the others have proved so un- 
palatable, Denunciation of the Anglo-Ger- 
man Naval Treaty would come as no surprise 
‘after all that has already transpired. If it 
did, it would be only just one more piece of 
evidence to show that the British and French 
tatesmen had been lulled into a state of 
false security, from which, fortunately, they 
have now emerged. Far from it being possi~ 
ble to criticize the incongruity of the accept- 
ance of Munich, and Britain's hurried acc 
‘eration of rearmament, it is now only possible 
to believe that even Mz. Chamberlain had 
‘arly cause to believe that Munich .was not 
the end but the commencement of German. 
aggression. ‘The only real question which 
now worries Europe is whether the belated 
offer of support to Poland made last week 
will have all the effect hoped for it. That 
only Herr Hitler knows. He may yet pro-

BELGIAN STALEMATE

‘Though Havas gives what it calls the 
provisional results of the Belgian general 
Clection for the House of Representatives, it 
is clear that, as the report covers 201 of 
‘the 202 seats in the House, no particular 
change can be effected in the general situa~| 
tion by the outstanding result. Nor has 
there been brought about any substantial 
alteration in the voting strengths of the 
parties, when. considered as coalitions 
similar to that over which M. Henri Spaak, 
presided when the issue over the appoint- 
ment of Dr, Albert Maartens to the Flemish 
National Academy of Medicine, forced his 
resignation, Belgium has been long sharply 
divided on the age-old rivalry between the 
Flemings and the Walloons. Dr. Maartens 
is Flemish, It is alleged against him that 
during the War he was hand in glove with 
Germany, as were many other extreme 
Flemings, who wanted, and still want some 
sort“of autonomy. As an Activist he was 
tried in absentia for treason in 1920, sen- 
teneed to death, but eventually pardoned 
under the amnesty of 1927, By a very narrow 
majority the House of Representatives ap~ 
proved of the appointment, but not so the 
Belgian ex-service men, who, both Fleming

At the 
last election no fewer than 21 Rexists suc- 
ceeded in obtaining seats, Their number has 
now been reduced to six, and if the missing 
result happens to be in thelr favour they will 
still have lost two-thirds of the representa 
tion they had in the former parliament, From. 
the figures it would seem that most of those 
seats must have gone to the Catholics, who 
now have the honour of being the strongest 
party in the Chamber, numerically, control~ 
ling 74 votes as compared with the former 
strength of the Socialists of 70, ‘The latter 
who now have 68 voles are’ the second 
strongest party in the Chamber, and it they 
succeed in maintaining the same combina- 
tion of parties as before, namely. Socialists, 
Liberals and Flemish Nationalists, would 
control 111 of the seats,of the Chamber, and 
at the same time gain access to power. "The 
change in this coalition as a result of the 
election is of interest, for it is apparent that 
[though the Socialists lost two seats, belng 
reduced from 10 to 68, the Liberals’ gained 
five, rising from 23 to 28, while the Flemish 
Nationalists at 16 lost a ‘seat they had pre- 
viously held. ‘The general result of the re~ 
shuffle is that the coalition, if it continues to 
exist will actually be stronger by two votes 
than before, the total belng 111 as against 
the former’ 109, Much, of course depends 
upon the attitude which the strengthened 
Liberals will adopt, “When they realized that 
the ex-service men were opposed to the ap- 
polntment of Dr. Maartens, thoy decided thoy 
would not have him elther, though thelr 
previous vote had undoubtedly helped him to 
the position, and the withdrawal of thelr sup- 
port trom M, Spaak brought about the col- 
lapse of his government, 

‘Small though their numbers may be com- 
pared with the total votes in the Chamber, 
they appear to be in a position of strength 
somewhat similar to that at times occupied 
in the House of Commons by the Irish party 
prior to the secession, Without them the 
Socialists cannot carry on. Should they 
decide to throw in their lot with the Catholies 
that combination would only command 102 
votes giving Jt a majority of one, certainly 
insufficient to ensure anything in the nature 
of a long life for it, The position may be 
briefly summed up as a stalemate, though the 
nation appears to have rendered a verdict, 
against the appointment of Dr. Muartens, the 
cause of the whole trouble. The crisis 15, 
therefore, expected in some quarters to con- 
tinue indedinitely unless King Leopold decides 
to intervene in some manner. There are 
those who see in recent events the develop- 
‘ment of that monareh into a ruler of consider- 
able strength, even likening him to King Carol, 
which may not, however, be entirely justified! 
That view, it is claimed, is justified by his 
actions arising out of the Manrtens incident, 
Because he had signed the decree of ap- 
pointment, of course on the advise of his 
ministers ‘who are naturally expected to 
check the suitability of candidates submitted 
for his formal approval, King Leopold was 
subjected to some criticism, On February 
2 he summoned them to the palace, and 
there in the Hall of Thinkers, so named after 
Rodin’s statue which is there, kept. the 
Cabinet standing whilo he addressed them 
strongly on the needs and the omissions of 
the government. Will he be able to break 
this stalemate by some determined action of 
his own? The Constitution of the country 
does not suggest that this is Ukely, and yet 
some solution of the present impasse , 1s 
necessary if the business of government is 
to be efficiently carried on. He is likely to 
be opposed by very determined men, such as 
M, Spaak, and M, Hubert Plerlot, leader of 
the Catholics though probably not by M. 
Leon Degrelle whose influence however, has 
sadly diminished, not only by the failure of 
his party in the ‘election, but because of the 
defection some time ago of supporters who 
exercised a very considerable influence.

while the sun shines. It is all the more re- 
grettable that many ‘of the tenants concerned 
are small-salaried men, many of whom have 
had no very substantial rise to meet the in- 
lereased cost of living, and feel fortunate that 
they are not out of a job. ‘The fact seems to 
be lost sight of that the greater proportion of the 
foreign residents in Shanghai are, like the 
Chinese, not receiving their salaries’ on a gold 
‘or sterling basis. ‘They are for the most part 
Working for undertakings which carn in the 
national currency and would be unable to meet 
tho large increases in wages calculated to offset 
the extensive depreciation in purchasing power 
‘which has resulted from the drop in exchange. 
‘On them present conditions weigh heavily, and 
It is a definite disservice to them and the com- 
munity as a whole to impose upon them ad- 
‘ditional burdens which they are ill able to 
carry. Fortunately there are landlords who 
have ‘a proper realization of* the moral issues 
Involved, and who have either refrained from 
‘raising thelr rents, or have done so only to an 
imperative minimum, They stand out as a de- 
clded contrast. to those others who are not 
Janimated by the same considerations. There is 
something to be said for the increases which 
were put into effect last year. ‘The dollar had 
taken a tumble, and there was some uncertainty 
‘as to the future which was undoubtedly provid- 
fed for in the increases then charged, but with 
the establishment of a fund to stabilize China's 
‘currency, and the consequent better outlook for 
the future, it would seem that the actions of 
certain landlords in raising their charges to 
thelr tenants at such a juncture must inevitably 
arouse the eriticism which is being manifested. 

















‘The Cenotaph 


Something over a week ago, at the annual 
general meeting of the United Services Associ 

tion, reference was made to the flthy condition 
fof the Cenotaph. A recent inspection clearly 
showed that something ought to be done about 
it.

In the circumstances it is imperatively necessary 
that something should be done to better existing 
conditions, and in addition to what is already 
Suggested, it is felt that the practice of parking 
cars and iorries in front of the Cenotaph should 
‘algo be stopped.

B, B, C. Complacency 


In its handbook, which has just come to hand 
the BBC, complacently remarks "The school 
broadcasts get_more unqualified praise than 
Jalmost any other part of the B.B.C's output 
except the news." ‘That was probably” written 
some weeks ago, or at least before the cam- 
paign which has been conducted in the British 
Press, and particularly “The ‘Times on the 
quality of the news broadcasts, which It was 
[claimed inter alla conveyed too much depressing 
news, contributing to that peculiar stale which 
Is now being described as the “jitters.” It is 
somewhat surprising that the Press should have 
indulged in this attack, for if anyone should 
know the diflculties of digseminating news It 
should be them. With a substantial editorial staff 
in the BBC. headquarters, it is nevertheless 
dependent upon the same news services as the 
Papers themselves. though many of the latter 
maintain considerable numbers of correspond. 
‘ents abroad who help them to deal more effec- 
ively ‘with the output of the various news 
agencies than can the BBC. Ono thing which 
lcrities of the news broadeasts generally over- 
Took, is the difference between the spoken and 
the ‘written word. ‘There can be no question 
Jof what is meant by the latter, for it can be 
‘almost permanently retained. ‘The broadcaster 
Jeannot even repeat himself, and having said 
what he has {0 say, for good or itl the subject 
has to be left. It is a well known faet that the 
spoken word has different effects upon differ 
Jent hearers. It fs almost impossible for a num~ 
bber of listeners to produce anything hike good 
paraphrases of what has been said with com- 
plote agreement between the versions, and very 
foften the paradox is justifed that it is not what 
‘2 man says but what. his hearers hear that 
matters. ‘The complaint is also made that what 
fs. broadeast in the evening very often docs 
jnot appear in the Press the next morning. The 
reason is obvious. All a broadcaster can do 
is to report the state of the news at the time 
he is speaking. Subsequently, between that. 
time and the hour at which the newspapers go 
to press, despatches may be received by the 

ial stalls of the latter, either completely: 
ing that information, ‘or presenting it in 
fan entirely different light." Consequently what 
broadcast may cause a night's anxiety may be 
proved by the morning's press to be either in- 
feorrect or perhaps vastly over-emphasized. That 
[sone of the weaknesses of broadcasting as 
compared with the daily newspaper.

Conditions in Shansi City 


Japanese Found Town Stripped Bare of Everything; 
Forced to Withdraw by Guerillas in Rear 


With the Chinese Forces somewhere in Shansi, Mar. 14. 





ATE at night, on tired p 


6, we rode-into Chihsien, a Shansi 


city which the Japanese have twice occupied and twice been 


forced to abandon. 


Early the next morning, the City Magistrate, 
an alert man in the forties, paid us a formal call. 


He related 


the story of the city’s experiences, giving details from a note-book. 
The Japanese, he said, knowing the city to be an important 
Shansi centre, first marched there through the mountains more 


than a year ago. 


‘As was customary in Shansi, the inhabitants 


abandoned the city after removing all their food and valuables. 





Nevertheless, he continued, the 


city was’ damaged to the extent 


of $150,000, many houses being burned. 


About 400 Chinese wounded sol- 
diets, whom there was no time to 
remove, wore bayonetted to death by 
the Japanese, the magistrate slated. 
‘Their bodies, he sald, were found 
when Chinese troops recaptured the 
town after ten days, after guorilla 
‘attacks had foreed the Japonese to 
retreat to the railway. 

“The second time that the elly was

“A Japanese force of 20,000 men 
advanced in three columns, and oc- 
cupled the city for about one month. 
‘They wore allowed to take posses- 
sion and wore not strongly’ resisted, 
but Chinese forces elosed in behind 
them, blocking the passes. 

“During the Japanese occupation,’ 
the Magistrate ‘continued, “Japanese 
foraging ralds resulted In’ the loss of 
900 animals, which were taken for 
food, and the death of 87 persons, 
who’ wore shol by the Japanese. 
Among those dead were 71 peasants, 
while ‘the others were local oficial. 

He then told a grim little story 
of nine families who were living on 
the summit, of a’ rocky eminence 3 
mille from the eity, which could only 
be reached by chain ladders. 

“he people drew ,up the. chains 
when Ue “Japanese ' appeared do 
manding food," he said, "when the 
Japanese attempted to scale the cliff, 
thoy threw down rocks and furniture 
fon, thelr heads, killing several, 

“After four days of resistance, the 
Japanese sealed the hill and put the 
Inhabitants to. the sword, some 20 
persons being killed. ‘The only sur 
vivors were four of the youngest ehil- 
dren, two of whom were wounded, 
‘while the other two escaped by feign: 
Ange death” 

The Japanese were speedily obliged 
to abaridon Chihsien and began to 
retreat through the mountains in 
mid-winter, according (0 the Magis- 
trate’s story, which high Chinese 
army officers later corroborated. 
‘They were forced to retreat since 
their communications were cut of 
and food was running short, 

“Then the Chinese army seized the 
opportunity, while holding the passes, 
and attacked the Japanese, as ‘short 
‘of munitions and provisions, they 
struggled along the trails,” the Magis- 
rate sald. 

‘One quarter of the Japanese forea, 
including several high officers, total- 
Vinge 6,000 in all, suffered casualties, 
according to Chinese reports.” he 
concluded. 

Bofore resuming our journey, we 
wont for a stroll through the streets 
‘of Chihsien, which is a typical small 
walled Chinese city, lying in a nar- 
row valley between'hills.” About one 
filth of the buildings had been burn~ 
ed, but the city was packed with 
peasants, and there was a busy (rade 
mart.

The 
‘most exelting experience was, whon 
shortly afler 9 o'clock last night, the 
air raid alarm sounded just when the 
streels were crowded with people, the 
theatres were ‘packed, and "the 
restaurants flled with diners. 

‘There was a wild scramble for 
shelter, motor-cars, buses, trucks, 
rickshaws and sedan-chairs rushing 
in all directions, while the side-walks 
were jammed "with pedestrians.

Japanese bombers were sighted above 
Wanhsien, on the Yangtze River, half 
way between Iehang and Chungking, 
but the raiders, afler passing Wan- 
hisien, turned ‘back and probably 
bombed Wanhsien.—Reuter.

Seven Spanish Priests

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Aeroplanes Bomb 
Chekiang Coast

Wenchow, Mar. 22, 

This city received its frst taste of 
bombing on March 20, planes flying 
from a carrier lying ‘off the coast, 
Four machines came in the morning 
and, after cruising over the city for 
some time, dropped eight “bombs. 
near a saw mill. situated about 
mile from the elly and surrounded 
fon three sides,b¥ felds, with the 
river on the fourth side, ‘Two bombs 
fell in the mill killing three ‘persons 
and wounding two.

FRB. Currency in 
North China 


‘Tientsin, Mar. 24, 

The recent announcement of the 
Japenese Minister of Finance to the 
Budget Committee of the Diet that 
the yen will have to be inflated has 
made the fancial edicts of the 
“Provisional Government” of North 
China, which had announced that the 
Federal Reserve Bank dollar would 
be fixed at 44d, look rather silly. 
‘The financial confusion now reigning 
in North China with its consequent 
disastrous effects on import and ex- 
port business, is a striking proof of 
the truth ofthe saying “shoemaker 
stick to your last.” ‘The idea of in- 
troducing a new currency in North 
China originated in Army circles, 
‘against the strongest advice of the 
Snonclers in Japan. Yet what an 
‘outery. these military gentlemen 
‘would have raised, if the bankers in 
‘Japan had attempted to dictate their 
military strategy in the China com- 








four Different Objectives 
Ata first superficial glance the 
idea of introducing a perfectly new 
currency in North China appeared to 
be a brilliant piece of financial 
strategy. I looked as if, with one 
stroke of the pen, four guite differ- 
fent objectives could be attained:—

Proceedings, the 
banks were forced 10 refuse the free 
exchange of FRB. notes and yen 
for any large amounts. A complete- 
ly free exchange would have meant 
the weakening of the yen in Japan. 
On the other hand, to establish ‘the 
yen bloc, a free exchange of these 
two currencies is necessary. In fact, 
they have so far failed in one of 
their four objects. 
‘Wieked Foreign Banks 

‘A. great deal of noise has been 
made by the Japanese military about 
the wickedness of the foreign ex- 
change banks in North China in re- 
fusing. to. sell foreign exchange 
‘against Federal Reserve notes. It 
hhas even been claimed that this is 
the sole reason why these notes have 
#0 far failed to oltain their correct 
value: that is the value the Japanese 
Army thinks they ought to have. 
‘There might have been some foun- 
dation for the complaint, if they had 
fixed the new currency at the same 
rate as the National currency of 
China. This, of course, they could 
not do, with the official rate of the 
yen at téd,, because they would then 
have been linking the new currency 
with the old currency of China and 
hot with the yen. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank dollor was therefore xed 
at id. 

But ‘exporters from North China 
who had been buying their produce 
with an 8d. dollar, could obviously 
not hope to compete in the world 
market, if forced to buy at 4 td. 
dollar. As a result, the export trade 
is at a standstill; the Japanese Army 
Js not getting its surplus of foreign 
exchange after all, and another of 
their objects has proved a failure. 

Tt almost looks, as if Japanese are 
now on the horns of “a dilemma. 
Edicts or-no edicts, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank note must follow the yen. 
in its downward course. To keep it 
pegged to the yen and restrict free 
exchange between the two currencies 
‘means the stoppage of the import as 
‘well as the export business. To allow 
lunrestricted exchange would mean a 
further weakening of the yen.

the new legislation. They asserted 
that there was no single administra~ 
ive body competent to delimit fairly 
the price ranges of Japan's highly 
varied industries. ‘They also sub- 
mitted the classical answer of lalssez- 
faire proponents to those advocating 
increased’ Government control of 
‘business. ‘The bureaueracy need 
enforce such legislation, they 
‘would be sufleiently bulky and com: 
plex to,collapse under its own weight. 

Strict punishment will be imposed 
‘on all who violate the provisions of 
the ‘priec control measure, which is 
Article 19 of the Mobilization Inw. 
Violators wilt bé subject to a jail 
sentence, with or without hard labour, 
for a period of not more than thr 
years and or a fine of not more than 
¥.5,000, 

‘Meanwhile, the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry is doliberating 
the question of whether or not to 
Invoke Article 8 of the National Mo- 
bilization bil, considered by many to 
‘be @ necessary adjunct to Article 19. 

"Attlele 6 provides for vertical price 
control and enables the Government 
to Issue orders regarding production, 
repalring, distribution, transfer, and 
consumption of what is loosely 
termed “General Mobilization Goods.” 
This term can be expanded to mean 
‘practically alt commodities, 

‘Japanese business men say that if 
this article ‘is passed and enforced 
simultaneously with Article 19, Japan 
will be a soclalistic rather than a 
capitalistic country. ‘They complain 
that there may be diserimination in 
favour of industries which are. vital 
in times of war, such as munitions 
whereas toy makers, doll manufaetur~ 
ers, and dealers in’ luxuries will be 
the’ frst to suffer. "They fear a gloomy 
future for Japan's industfies, 

Japanese prices in the past have 
been loosely controlled by a law 
known as "Phe Legislation Concern- 
ing Temporary Measures for Exports, 
and Imports". Henceforth, this law 
will no longer apply. 

Government leaders hope that good 
behavior on the part of industrialists 
will do away with the necessity of 
Imposing even greater restrictions 
than’ those contained in Article 20. 
And this ood behavior Is practically 
assured s0 long as Article 8 remains 
hanging over the heads of Japan's

In dealing with the conversion of 
‘mechanieat drives, the author point- 
ed out that, in considering the re- 
placement of rope races by electric 
motors driven by power obtained 
from public supply or from a private 
turbo alternator unit, one should not

In dealing with conversions to 
tutillze process steam for power gener~ 
ation, the lecturer gave comparative 
costs’ for power generated by back- 
pressure and condensing turbines. 


A Usetut: Scheme 
‘The cheapest form of reducing 
turbine was that where the steam 
was simply passed, through a back

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National Flags at 
Half-Mast 


‘Shanghai, 

With thousands of Kuomintang 
flags, many of them flown at half- 
‘mast, fluttering from Chinese bulld- 
ings ‘of all descriptions in the Inter- 
national Settlement and French Con- 
cession yesterday, the twenty-eighth 
anniversary of the deaths of 72 Kuo- 
mintang revolutionaries, who were 
executed following the Canton up- 
rising which was’ instrumental in 
ending the rule of the Manchu 
‘dynasty, was celebrated quietly by 
the Chinese population. With special 
police precautions in evidence every 
where, including the areas under 
Japanese military occupation, no un- 
toward incidents were reported with 
the exception of the distribution of 
‘anti-Japanese pamphlets in the Cen- 
tral district. 

‘Showered from a rooftop on Nan- 
king Road, near Yu Ya Ching Road, 
at 12.50 pam. the first group of pam- 
phlets was hastily seized by police 
men on duty In the neighbourhood. A 
few, however, were grabbed by 
pedestrians in’ the district as they 
fluttered to earth and for some time 
afterwards groups of Chinese were 
to be seen closely perusing the 
Printed bills which were discovered 
at Louza police station to be anti- 
Japanese in nature, all of them ex- 
tolling the virtues’ of the Chiang 
Kai-shek régime and urging support 
against the country's invaders. 

‘At 345 pm. another avalanche of 
printed bills came fluttering from the 
rooftops of houses in the vicinity of 
Foochow and Fokien Roads. These, 
too, sand the praises of the Nation: 
Ist régime and urged strong support 
‘on the part of the Chinese inhabitants 
fn the fight against the Japanese and 
their newly-formed governments. 


Extra Pat 


Apart from these two incidents the 
day passed quietly, police precautions 
having been enforced sinee March 28, 
the first anniversary of the founding 
of the “Reformed” Government. 
‘Additional parties were despatched 
from all stations in the Settlement 
and Coneession to patrol the streets, 
while in Hongkew, Yangtszepoo and 
other districts under Japaneso mili- 
tary occupation, extra gendarmes and 
‘armed naval und military patrols 
were to be seen. Diligent searching 
‘on Garden Bridge and other struc- 
tures leading over the Soochow Creek 
disrupted trafic for most of the day 
but at no time was there any serious 
delay. 

‘A aid by tho Settlement police at 
the Chung Nan Hotel in Avenue 
Edward VII on March 28  pro- 
duced no results, although it had the 
effect of driving to ground any 
criminal elements in the district, This 
seemed to be the case throughout 
Shanghai yesterday for zeports of 
terroristic Violence or even the usual- 
ly prevalent armed robberies were 
non-existent at the various police 
stations throughout the morning and 
‘afternoon.

side of his head and emerging from 
the right check, He sagged back, 
‘whilst the puller of the vehicle drop- 
ped the shafts and took cover.

Four Injured by 
Japanese Sentry 


- Shanghai, Mar. 31. 
Four Chinese pedestrians were 
slightly injured at about 2 pm.

Tounded by high walls complete with 
‘YWateh towers and search lights, 

‘The yard is large enough to contain 
about 250 motor ears and also serves, 
‘as a. lounging place for numerous 
‘oFmed guards, who are concentrated 
mainly ‘about the single small door 
through ‘whieh the client must pass 
to enter the bullding. 

Rooms Fer Oplum Smoking 

‘To reach the gamb.ing tables It 1s 
necesfary to pass down a long hall 
Which 1s anked on both sides by 
small rooms. Through the open doors 
‘of some, people may be seen sprawl. 
ng on the beds in various states of 
‘coma induced by the oplum and 
heroin which the house suppll 

"This passageway soon emerges Into 
the large. gambling rooms” where 
roulette and dee tables are so crowded 
that the late comers are forced 
fo stand, Chips may be purchased 
for as little as twenty cents or as 
much as ten dollars. The betting 
Umit’ ts xed by the house at $300 
‘and nervous gamblers may frequent~ 

be seen placing the limit time 
alter time In an effort to regain what 
they have lost, 

“The dice tabies on the ground floor 
of the building are most popular 
famong those who wish to play for 
‘small stakes, and poorly dressed Chi 
hese sit hour after hour, smoking fr 
‘lgarettes “and drinking tea as they 
‘methodleally parcel out, small. chips 

‘each throw of the dlce, keeping 
Sarefully tally of the combinations 
which turn up in small note books 
furnished for the purpose. 

‘Armed Guards Stationed at Tables 

Each room contains an average of 
‘lx tables and each table is kept clear 
of players along the side where tho 
ftiendants deal out chips “and note 
‘the bets. Armed guards are also 
resent at every table as thousands 
Of dollars may collect before part of 
the money is Femoved to the office, 

"All bets must be placed before the 
croupler rings a buzzer which 1s a 
‘signal that the play has started, ‘The 
ice are then exposed and nimble 
Angered boys clear the table of bets, 
paying the lucky und placing the 
house winnings in open containers 
Toft upon the table, 

Higher Stakes in Upper Rooms 

‘One may ascend by a broad stair 
way to the upper rooms where the 
stakes ore higher and all table attend- 
ants, with the exception of the 
eroupler, are attract.ve girls, Small 
tleoves open directly upon the upper 
Fooms so that opium smokers may 
watch the gambling.

‘Shanghai, Apr. 1.

Oxford and Cambridge Society Entertain Judge 
Helmick ; Value of British Ideals Emphasized 


Shanghai, Apr. 2. 


F[{HE annual dinner of the Oxford and Cambridge Society wax 
held last night in the Masonic Hall, Avenue Road, with Judge 
Milton Helmick of the U.S. Court for China as the guest of 


honour, 


Over fifty members of the society were present for the 
annual meeting which was held just before the dinner,

‘The beautifully proportioned ban- 
quet hall of the Masonic building, 
with its fine accousties, proved an ideal 
setting for the dinner. Dr, Sze Ming- 
‘se, varying the usual order of the 
toaits, proposed the toast of Alma 
Mater, after the health of the King 
had been drunk, In an extremely 
Good speech, Dr, Sze began with a 
needless apology for possible misuse 








of words, which he said, had during 
the last ‘few years come to take 
somewhat individual meanings, As 


examples he quoted as proofs of 
Keneral moral’ deterioration of the 
world’s standards, the | meanings 
attached to the words “appeasement,” 
‘sincerity," and the elasticity of the 
word “incident” as applied in China, 


Links With Universities 

He emphasized the links between 
China and the older English univer- 
sities, ond sald that one of the most 
Important events of years was. the 
appointment of a prominent Chinese 
scholar to the seat of Chinese at 
Oxford. ‘To everyone's regret it was 
‘probable that fewer Chinese students 
would be attending Oxford and Cam- 
bridge in'the future, as, up to the 
outbreak of the present troubles, 
China had been, improving the faciti- 
ties in her own country for the higher 
education of her citizens. British 
ideals had, he said, become to be re~ 
cognized by the Chinese as a high 
standard to which all should cling, 
‘nd they could gauge developments in 
Central Europe and elsewhere by the 
‘measure In which they departed from 
these ideals, 

In proposing the health of the 
guest, ‘Mr, J. R, Jones touched briefly 
upon ‘the history of the society, ‘which 
was founded by Sir Havilland de 
Sausmarez in 1909, The only original 
member who was still in Shanghai 
was Sir Allan Mossop, who was 
carrying on the judicial ‘tradition of 
the ‘society in occupying the bench 
lupon which the founder of the society. 








hhad sat. Tt was additionally appro- 
priate ‘that the guest of honour 
Should be the chief judge of the 
United States Court for China, 

‘Judge Helmick, the president con- 
tinued, had Aad an interesting career. 
He was bom in Missourl, the “Show 

1" state; educated in Colorado, the 
‘Silver slate"; and had practised at 
the bar and sat on the bench in New 
Mexico, the “Sunshine state”. He 
was known as a sound judge and 9 
humane ene, who tempered the wind 
fo the shorn lamb, while combining 
dignity and humour. 

Once a Reporter 

At one time, he continued, Judge 
Helmiek had ‘been a fully “fledged 
reporter on the “Denver Times", and 
if journalism in that city was ‘any- 
thing like the journalism ‘of Ten- 
hessee described by Mark Twain, 
Judge Helmick must have lived a 
colourful life. 

He welcomed the guest not only as 
the representative of one of the only 
two national courts, as distinet from 
‘consular courts, at ‘present in China 
the other court being the British 
but also as representative of the 
universities of the United States, he 
having been at universities in Cali- 
fornia and Colorado. 

The president emphasized the link 
between the universities of the old 
world and the new. Harvard Univer 
sity was founded by John Harvard, 
a graduate of Emmanuel Colley 
Cambridge, in 1639, in commemo: 
tion of seventy members of the 
colony who had been educated in 
England. Harvard College, as it was 
then, was run on the lines of Em. 
manuel, Before closing he mentioned 
Cecil Rhodes, whose dream it was 10 
perpetuate the influence and tradi- 
tions of the old universities. 


‘Judge Helmick Replies 


In reply Judge Helmick expressed 
appreciation of the interesting and 


























informative story of his own career 
just given by the president. Mr. 
‘Jones, he said, had recently appeared 
in the American Court as a witness 
not to testify to facts or happen- 
ings, but to tell the court what was 
the law. Having heard what was the 
law, he, Judge Helmick, had ruled 
accordingly. The case. was now 
under appeal, and he wished it to be 
kenown that,’ should there be news 
shortly that the courts in San 
Francisco had overruled his judg- 
ment, he was not alone to blame, 
(Laughter), 

Judge Helmick continued in a most 
amusing velo, telling the story of a 











wait whose father was in prison, 
Whose mother was in an insane 
asylum, sister ina welfare home, 


brother ina reformatory—and an- 
other brother at Harvard. At 
Harvard? Yes. In a glass jar’ in a 
laboratory, with two heads. He had 
intended io tell this story with the 
situs at Cambridge instead of Har. 
ard, he continued, but he had lost 
his nerve. 





Common Law Heritage 


From the light to the more serious 
vein, Judge Helmick dwelt for some 
time on the heritage of the common 
law in England and the United States, 
‘This heritage was now in peril, he 
emphasized, owing to the actions of 
others. It was a philosophy of 
human condvet as between man and 
his fellow man which should be pre- 














erved at all costs. It was also 
political end. After dealing with a 
umber of poinis supporting the 


urgency of the need for presery 
he common law heritage, he con: 
cluded on the wote that the heritage 
was that the state was for the eitizen 
ind not the citizen for the state. 

He warned his hearers of the 
dangers to this heritage now extant 
sn other ideologies.

Annual Meeting 


‘Shanghai, Mar. 27. 

‘The annuat meeting of the Catholic 
Federation was held after the last 
mass yesterday. After the passing 
of the accounts Rev. Father Mac- 
donald, who was in the chair, gave 
a short résumé of the work’ done 
during the past year. In spite of 
‘the very unsettled state of Shanghai 
considerable acivity has been seen in 
the Federation, 

‘A vory active branch of the 
Federation has been the Poor Relict 
‘Scetion which is run by a small 
group of Indies of the Parish. They 
have distributed $1,721.19 during the 
year. Of this amount $280. was 
received from the Caisse des Euvres 
‘and the Race Club, $608.97 from the 
Poor box and the remainder from the 
Federation. ‘The ‘box receipts 
have been very gratifying | being 
$242.38 more than last year. Besides 
this they have distributed 067 articles 
of clothing. ‘This is a very worth- 
while work and members were urged 
to continue to remember the poor 
box and to bring in any clothing that 
they can spare or collect. Another 
phase of poor relief has been the 
‘making of articles of warm clothing 
by a group of American ladies who 
have worked in their homes and sent 
their work in to be distributed. 


A Parish Library 


Early in the season tennis was 
organized and proved very success 
ful. In spite of the dissolution of 
the Club Section after the troubles 
of 1937, the Committee were able to 
provide the refreshments as well as 
the necessary changing rooms which 
0 towards making tennis cither a 
‘Success or a failure, and it is hoped 
that next summer more members will 
think of the Federation courts before 
going elsewhere. 

Last June, the English books from 
St, Josoph’s Library in Rue Mon~ 
tauban, about 3,000, were offered to 
the Parish. ‘The Federation agreed 
to combine their library with this 
gift and form a Parish Library, and 
there is now a very excellent Library 
which will be improved as oppor- 
tunity offers. “It is free to members 
‘of the Federation and other members 
of the Parish will be charged a small 
subscription.

Indian Merchants 
Association 
‘Shanghai, Mar, 31. 


Several references to the continued 
success of the newly formed Indian 
[Merchants Association, Shanghai, were 
made at the first ordinary general 
meeting of the body yesierday by 
Mr. HLA.R. Savul, President, who ex- 
pressed his thanks to the Indian com- 
‘munity in Shanghai for their con- 
‘tinued support, 

In his speech the Chairman re~ 
ferred to the formation of the 
Association which followed a tea 
party sponsored by the Indian com- 
‘munity in Shanghai and arranged by 
Mr. N. B. Doodha at his residence on 
October 14, 1937. After being sus- 
ested at this tea party, the Association 
finally came into being on November 
8 of the same year, 

Continuing with the history of the 
Association, Mr. Savul stated that o 
general mecting, at which all Indian 
firms were represented, was held in 
December and at this gathering the 
formation of the Association met with 
unanimous approval, a committee 
being appointed to’ orranize and 
Graft the constitution of the Assoela- 
tion. 

Following this, the Chairman con- 
tinued, cach community was asked to 
send the names of two elected repre- 
sentatives to serve on the Managing 
‘Committee with the result that two 
members from cach of the Indian 
‘communities in Shanghal-Parsee, 
Hindu and Muslim—were elected. 


‘Membership 

“It is indeed a great pleasure for 
me to say,” Mr. Shroff continued, 

‘that now the 23 Indian mereantile 
firms in Shanghai, which under the 
articles of the Association are eligible 
fas merchant members, have all been 
enrolled.” Dealing ‘with assoelate 
members, he stated that he extended 
‘a hearty’ welcome to those who had 
already joined the Association and he 
‘hod little doubt that many” more 
‘would enroll in the future. 

Referring to the work of the Asso- 
lation since its inception, the Chair- 
‘man mentioned the tea party which 
had been given in honour of Dr. H. N, 
Kunzru, President of the Servants of 
Indla Society and a member of the 
Council of State in India, who was 
passing through Shanghai on his way 
home on December 30, 1938, 

‘The Chairman added that Dr. 
Kunzru had expressed great satisfac: 
tion at the formation of the Assocla- 
tion and explained how useful it was 
for the Indian community in Shanghal 
to have such a body.

Another tea party in honour of Dr. 
R. R. Saksena, Indian ‘Trade Com: 
mnssfoner at Osaka, Japan, yho came 
fo Shanghai on a flying’ visit on 
February 9, was also referred to by 
Mr. Savul.' Dr. Saksena, the Chair- 
man continued, ‘had expressed his 
satisfaction at the formation of the 
Association and on his return to 
Japan sent a most helpful letter to 
the members. 

Regret was expressed at the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Faiz, who had left the 
city, His departure had caused 0 
vacancy on the managing committee 
‘which had been filled by Mr. Abdeal- 
ly, who was elected by the Muslim 
community. 

Concluding his report, Mr. Sivul 
thanked the members for their co- 
operation and Mr. Kima and. Mr.

Eleven Houses Are 
Destroyed by Fire 


Shanghai, Mar. 28, 
Eleven Chinese dwellings were

the fact that all inniates of the houses 
‘must have been asleep at the time, 
‘All machines from” Poste Joffre 
turned out t2 the conflagration and, 
upon finding that the fire seemed out 
of control, two additional stations 
were asked to assist, and the com- 
bined efforts of nearly the entire 
Concession brigade, brought the 
blaze under control’ some two and 
a half hours Tater, when a number 





of engines left, whilst a guard re- 
mained and poured water on the

Municipal Primary Schools for

Four persons lost their lives and 
one was injured in a rapidly-spread: 
ing conflagration which broke out in 
fa printing shop at the corner of Han- 
kow and Kwangse Roads shortly be- 
fore 5 am. yesterday, whilst seven 
bulldings were completely gutted and 
six others suffered considerable water 
damage. It was only due 10 the most 
efficient work on the part of the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade, that the 
densely built-up adjoining districts 
were saved from the flames and that 
the fire was actually brought under 
control in less than half an hour,

‘The improvement noted in 1997 in 
the standard of adequate service of 
potable water and use of individual 
cups by pupils has not been maintain- 
ed during 1938. An adequate supply 
of boiled water suitably served now 
exists in approximately 70 per cent. 
of the schools at present on the grant- 
in-aid list, and the provision of in- 
dividual drinking cups by pupils is 
Still less satisfactory,—particularly 
during the Autumn term. 

* ‘There are at present 23 schools on 
the grant-in-aid list receiving board- 
ers in numbers ranging from a few 
‘only to 400 per school. In the major- 
ily of these schools the living condi- 
tions of the boarders leave much to 
bbe desired. Bedrooms have been fo und 
to be practically invariably over- 
crowded, insufliciently ventilated and 
often deficient in cleanliness, whilst 
the school kitchens were in| many 
‘cases unhygienic and insanitary. Tt is 
hoped to investigate these matters 











further at an early date. 


Public Cemetery’s 


Record Year 


Shanghai, Mar. 29, 
‘The Shanghai Public Benevolent 
Cemetery was founded 26 years ago 
when Mr. Wong Ching-Sung, anative 
of Southern Anhwel, interested a 
number of prominent citizens of 
‘Shanghai, and the Society was formed 
‘and all through the years it has met 
the need for free éoffins and. free 
burial in and around Shanghai, 

During 1938, the hostilities greatly 
Increased the call on the services of 
this Society for with the heavy in- 
crease in the population and. the 
hordes of needy refugees in our midst 
there came a much larger number of 
unclaimed or unwanted dead to be 
cared for. Over 60,000 unclaimed 
bodies were given a decent burial and 
free coffins numbering nearly 23,000 
were provided. This is a work of 
merey, but it Is also one of necessity 
to see that these bodies are collected 
and buried before. they become a 
‘menace to the health of the commun- 
ity. “This work is carried on with 
the co-uperation of the Shanghai 
Municipal Couneit and the French 
Municipal Couneil. ‘The tist of public 
hospitals and charitable organizations 
to whom help has been given is too 
long to be given here, but it come 
prises most of the well known charity 
Qrganizations in the city. It is to be 
fioted that the refugee camps and 
hospitals have received valuable help 
{in the burial of unelaimed dead. 

‘An analysis of the report shows 
thut, as in former years, the bodies 
of infants were the most numerous 

the Cemetery's work, the totals 
if 15,600 in coffins and 29,463 in 
matting. 

This Benevolent Society is only able 
to carry on this essential service for 
the community by grants and indivle 
Jawa! public donations; and this briet 
report of the work done in 1930 is 
‘also an appeal for the continued help 
of old subscribers and the addition 
‘of many new subscribers to this work 
of necessity and merey. ‘The office of

Many of the older residents of 
Shanghai, and many in Mission 
‘circles throughout China, will Tear 
with regret of the death very sud- 
denly, at Worthing, England, on 
Marek 28 at the age of 69, of Mr. Isaac 
Mason, a prominent worker in this 
country for many years under the 
Friends’ Service Council. 

Born in Leeds, Mr. Mason, as a 
young man of 22’ came out to China 
as a missionary under the Friends’ 
Society in 1892, and was engaged in 
ploneer work in Szechuen, beng first 
Stationed at Chungking and later at 
Suining and Tangchwan. Rapidly 
‘acquiring the Chinese languare, Mr. 
Mason became an ardent student of 
Chinese literature, and was soon 
noted for his work as a translator, 
his many small booklets being of 
considerable service to his co-workers 
in the Btission field. He will also be

Tearned from my friend Lang on our 
way out from home in 1881, he had 
een captain of the Dumbarton tcs 
fone of, if not the best in Seotland at 
that time.

possible that across the span of 22 
years some error in the date given 
as 1892 may have occurred.

‘The accused 
had ‘been engaged in the opium 
‘smuggling business for a tong time 
by maintaining elose connection with 
‘accomplices in Yunnan. 


Pseudo Detectives Sentenced

Madrid, Mar, 29, 
FTER three years of sanguinary fighting Spain's “Little World

‘Origins In 1905 


‘The present dispute goes back to 
the ‘Treaty of Portsmouth of Septem= 
ber 5, 1905, which closed the Russ 
Japanese war. Article Eleven of this 
‘Treaty slates :—"Russia engages to 
arrange with Japan for granting 10 
Japanese subjects rights of fishery 
along. the coasts of the Russian pos 
sessions in the Japan, Okhotsk, and 
Behring Seas, It is agreed that. the 
foregoing enyagement shall not affect 
the rights already belonging to Rus- 
sian or foreign subjects in those re- 
ions." 

Tt will be seen that this. clause 
deals ‘merely with the eneral prin 
tiple and does not go into any details. 
For that purpose a Fisheries Conven- 
tion was concluded between the two 
countries on July 28, 1007. Tn those 
days the fishing industry of neither 
country—quite especially not that of 
Russia—had assumed anything like 
the dimensions that it has today. 
‘There was, therefore, enough for 
both, and mo cause for dispute. 

‘With the Russian Revolution of 
1017 Russian fishing interests dis- 
‘appeared practically completely from 
these waters, and the Japanese had 
8 free hand’ along the whole coast, 
fr, as a certain Japanese peor put it 
in’ the Diet, “they operated their 
fisheries in accordance with the, prin- 
ciples of business management.”

turbed fishing since the Portsmouth 
Treaty, had “begun to regard the 
right of fishing in Russian territorial 
waters as an undisputed right accrued 
to them by custom and precedent.

‘This 
caused ‘constant friction, and in 1932

Xt the fishery lots impartially—ond 
without any consideration of Japan 
260 elaims—but also, on the plea of 
military security and for reasons, of 
Ish conservation, withdrew from the 
ection forty of the lols which the 
Japanese elaimed as their own speciat 
preserve, All demands of the Japan~ 
ese for exemption of the stabilized 
{ots “belonging to Japan” were firmly 
ejected, and on March 15 the auc 
tion of all the lots. took place, at 
which the Japanese fishing interests 
id not take part. 

Now let us review the arguments 
fon either side. ‘The Japanese, 
cffect, say :—We have been fishing in 
these ‘northern waters, in accordance 
with the rights conferred on us by 
the Portsmouth Treaty, for over 
thirty years. We have built up an 
industry worth neurly Afty million 
yen, of which forty” million yen's 
Worth Is exported direct to foreign 
markets, so that the fishing industry 
plays ant important part in balancing 
‘our international payments.  More- 
over, it employs over twenty thous- 
‘and of our fishermen from Hokkaido 
‘and Soghalin who make from three 
to tive hundred yen in a season, 

Of the 280 lots the only ones that 
the Soviet government has a right 
to auction publicly are nine ordinary 
‘ones, the leases of which expire this 
‘year. The remaining 271 are stabilized 
lots, where we Japanese have been 
fishing all these years. To auction 
off these iois to any bidder and to 
withdraw, on flimsy pretexts, forty 
of the best lots from the auetion even, 
is a breach of the spirit of the Ports- 
mouth ‘Treaty and of the letter of 
the later Fishery Conventions, and 
a denial of the clear rights of Japan- 
ese fishing interests. (Some of the 
Wilder members of the Diet. have 
talked a lot about the fishery dispute 
being a much deeper struggle, one 
between two ideologies; but as will 
have been seen, there was no ques- 
ton of that up' to now, and no i 
portance need be attached to that 
Kind of nonsense.)

Berlin Has Too Many 


Women 


Berlin, Mar. 29. 

Berlin, lke quite a number ‘of 
other world capitals, is, suffering 
from a “woman problem. 

The particular trouble is that 
Berlin has too many women. The 
German authorities have made 
strenuous efforts to attain a better 
balance beween the two sexes but 
fatmit these attempis so far have 

led completely. ‘The number of 
‘women here, condemned apparently 
to felong spinsterhood, is actually 
Still Inereasing. 

‘Out of a population of approximate- 
ly 4,000,000, Berlin today has more 
than 350,000 surplus women. Accord- 
ing to statisties published by the 
municipal authorities here, that 
surplus is more than double what it 
was before the Great War. This 
phenomenon becomes even harder to 
explain in view of the fact that the 
number of boys born in Berlin and 
throughout the Reich in recent years 
hhas exceeded the number of “girls 
born by about five or six per cent, 

“According to official explanations 
the surplus of women can be traced 
back to the large number of men 
killed in the Great War and to the 
fact that many men have been 
drafted away from the capital for 
military service and jobs of “national 
importance.” Meanwhile the number 
of Berlin's spinsters goes on increas 
ing—United Press.

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TRADE IN TACHIENLU 
By Tinea 


‘Tachienlu is a border town and is the centre 
of a large tribal district. No-one, for some’ 
reason or other, will claim this border town 
as his home and birthplace. It is not simply 

question of: Can any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? It is something much 
decper than that: it is a question of mixed 
blood, as very few Chinese have any ambition 
whatever to be either connected or related 
to the frisky, wild and woolly nomad. 

‘The bulk ‘of the inhabitants in the city 
come from Szechuen and Tibet, while the 
‘merchants come from ether provinces. ‘The 
opium dealers are from Yunnan. silversmiths 
come from Kiangsi, shopkeepers from Sze~ 

id the musk merehants hail from 
‘The actual business of the town is 
largely in the hands of the Lao Shans who 
come from Sian; and these merchants give 
Tachienlu whatever wealth and stability it 
possesses, Without them and the Yunnan 
opium dealers the city would be almost 
entirely in the hands of the Szechuen shop- 
keepers. ‘There is, however, another stabiliz~ 
ing foree along ‘the border, namely, the 
Chinese tea merchants who come from. 
Yachow, Tienchuen and Yuinching. 

From’50 to 100 thousand catties of Chinese 
tea come into Tachienlu for the Tibetan 
market every day; and so keen are the 
ibetans to get this Yachow tea that there is 
frequently a free-for-all fght just inside the 
east gate when the tea coolies arrive. A 
Chinese colic entering ‘Tachientu will carry 
‘on his back several hundred catties, while 
the Tibetan yak leaving the city for the 
Land of the Lamas will only carry 108 catties. 

‘The Lao Shans from Sian who deal in tea, 
yold and musk, very largely, if not entirely, 
handle all the trade between the Chinese and 
the Tibetans. They form the backbone of the 
trade between the two countries, stand by 
the old calendar and they give the Chinese 
New Year its festivity and popularity along 
the frontier.

Im Laoshankai, the principal street of the 
city, the musk merehants hold sway. Begin= 
ning about 7 a.m. a pandemonium of music 
continues fill about 10 p.m, A Lao Shan band 
is made up of one drum, a number of 
cymbals, several gongs and numerous strong. 
arms. There fx apparently some music in the 
performance and no one questions the devo~ 
tion of the band even if one has objections: 
to the villainous competition between the dif 
ferent business houses along this large public 

trect, ‘The Sian musk merchant No. 1 did a 

‘oaring business” with the Tibetans last year, 
but the Sian musk merchant No. 2 did even, 
better, so cach makes a vicious effort to 
drown the other's music. When Requiem 
Mass was being conducted for Pope Pius XT 
it looked very much as if Lao Shan bands 
Nos. I to 10 were making every effort to 
drown Lao Shan bands Nos. 11 {0 20. ‘The 
fact that one touch of nature makes the 
whole world kin doos not apparently apply 
to Lao Shan bands. ‘They hammer and beat 
their instruments as if all the devils in Lama- 
land wore making a serious effort to invade’ 
China, 

‘When we add to all this Lao Shan noise 
the street bands made up of the same in- 
struments and the endless firing of Chinese 
firecrackers one could well imagine that the 
end of time had come. Many of the bigger 
Lao Shans did not open their business houses 
ill the second moon, though no serious 
‘objections were made if a wild woolly nomad 
rolled into the shop with his heavy sheepskin 
‘Aled with precious musk. 



































Another factor which gives permanence to 
the old calendar is the ‘Tibetan element 
the city. ‘The Tibetans love noise—Lamaism 
is now very largely a system of noise—and 
will run in a mob 500 yards down the main 
street when they hear the sound of Chinese 
iekers. Tt is quite useless making any 
effort to stop them ; a bunch of woollies, most 
of whom are Sft.'Sin, tall and 4ft. broad, 
clatter down the street to Lao Shan business 
house No. 1 and clatter back again to business 
house No. 30 and keep it up with amazing 
persistency for hours on end. ‘The foreign 
New Year may be all right in its place north 
of the ‘Tweed, but the wild and woolly nomad 
cries out every time for the good old- 
fashioned Chinese New Year. 

‘The Tibetans firmly believe that demons, 
devils, evil spirits and malevolent and 
destructive forces roaming at large on the: 
Roof of the World can be destroyed by the 
simple process of noise and more noise. One. 
sweet-toned trumpet is used to attract and 
a long ten foot trumpet is used to seater the 
evil spirits. Drums, gongs and cymbals are 
‘used in every lamasery in Lamaland and th 
Jamas maintain their use is very elfective in 
keeping the number of demons constant in| 
the Land of the Lamas. One wonders, there~

‘Tachienlu atiaches any religious significance 
to all the noise made by the musk merchants 
from Sian. There is no doubt whatever about 
his appreciation for Lao Shan bands : their 
nolse is music to his demon-harassed soul, 
‘and ifa vote is ever taken for a change in 
the calendar one has an idea just what the 
woolly nomad will do. If noise is synony- 
mous with the old Chinese calendar then the 
Chinese tea drinking lama will always have 
strong sympathy towards it. ‘The Tibetan's 
‘soul’s salvation and his one hope of an escape 
from hell and the Wheel of Time and the 
Wheel of Life is to fecd the lamas on rich 
yak butter and thereby enable them to spend 
their days and nights creating noise and 
bringing him peace and joy and rest im this 
life and in that which is to come. 
‘Commercially and economically, the past 
Chinese year, was one of much prosperity 
along the border. Tibetan trade was decided- 
ly on the increase, specially was this so 
of tea, going in and wool coming out. Thous- 
ands ‘of Chinese, including many refugees 
from Shantung, are digging gold throughout 
Sikang. For some years not so many Tibetans 
have been scen on the streets and all scem 
to be in possession of money and able to buy 
the things displayed in the Chinese shops. 
‘Trade between China and Tibet is in a most 
satisfactory condition and appears to be on 
the inerease.
